In claim 5, line 10, following "the opening;" the word "and" has been removed. 

In claim 5, line 14, following "first amount", the V has been removed and 
replaced with ; and a third groove on a side of another side wall opposite the opening 
from the at least one side wall, the third groove facing the opening, the opening adapted 
to receive an electronic module having first and second tongues which are adapted to 
mate with the first and the third grooves, the third groove displaced by the second 
amount from the bottom wall. --. 

In claim 8, line 6, the word "groove" has been removed and replaced with - 
channel --. 

In claim 8, line 6, following "first opening" the phrase - , where the first channel is 
adapted to mate with a tongue of a first electronic module that may be inserted into the 
first opening- has been inserted. 

In claim 8, line 7, the word "groove" has been removed and replaced with - 
channel 
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In claim 8, line 8, following "the second", the word "groove" has been removed 
and replaced with - channel - . 

In claim 8, line 8, following "the first" the word "groove" has been removed and 
replaced with -- channel, where the second channel is adapted to mate with a tongue of 
a second electronic module that may be inserted into the second opening, where the 
side wall has no channel facing the second opening at the same height as the first 
channel -- has been inserted.
